MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A Terrible Tragedy Committed by a 


• Human Itruto la Iowa City. 
IOWA CITY, Iowa, Nov. 5.—A horrible 


tragedy occored in this city this morning 
and, to mako a littlo moro complete re- 
port 
of the affair, 
wo give a few 


antecedent facts, which wo havo obtained 
to-day. 
Three or four years ago a 


daughter of a shoemaker of this city 
named Hess, a man well known aud re- 
spected by his neighbors aud customers 
married a wealthy saloon-keeper of 
Cedar Rapids, by whom she had two 
children. Ho died about two years ago 
leaving Her a fortune of about $20,0(X)! 
A littlo over a year ago sho married 
again, iu Cedar Rapids, a man named 
Anton Stein, a Polish Jew, and soon 
after their marriage moved down to 
Iowa City. He engaged in saloon-keep- 
iug on Dubuque street, and, it is said, 
kept a disreputable place, where he did 
considerable gambling himself. 


Three months ago she separated from 


him, returning io her father's house, and 
refusing to have anything to do with him. 
Soon after he called one day with a car- 
riage to take her riding, and, when she 
refused to go with him, attempted forci- 
ble possession of her, but was frustrated. 
He threatened to do violence to her, aud, 
indeed, it is thought this proposed pleas- 
ure trip was only a ruse to get her in his 
power and kill her. 


In September she sued for a divorce, 
which was granted her yesterday, he, in 
the meanwhile, loafing, gambling, and 
approaching wear to a vagrant. Yester- 
day ho is reported as having said that if 
she obtained the divorce he would kill 
her, tholugh noone anticipated such a ter 
note funllment of the threat as occurred- 
to-day. 


About 9 o'clock this morning ho pro- 


cured a new butcher kmte of large size 
and went to the house, a small one-story 
building, near Hotz's brewery. He went 
in the house, found her, and made a sud- 
den attack upou her. She did the best 
she could to defeud herself, but the in- 
furiated demon hod too much physical 
power for her weak arms, and, though she 
kept him off with all the strength of des- 
peration-so much so that ho cut her 
hands in many places, stabbed her in the 
side andcut her faco—at lost she had to 
yield. He succeeded in overpoweriug 
her, andcut her throat from ear to ear 
making two outs. She fell to the floor, 
and her mother ran shrieking to the 
street, crying "murder," and calling for 
aid. The fiend followed her, and suc- 
ceeded in inflicting a deep cut on 
the front 
of

with the

Harvesting and Storing Apples. 


The rule with winter apples ouo-ht al- 


ways to be picking by hand—no shakily 
down. 
With low-headed, properly" 


trained trees 
hand-picking becomes 


quite as easy a matter as shaking off the 
fruit and then gathering it from the 
ground. 


Before the harvest begins it is well to3 


have a suitable place prepared in the 
orchard or near at hand for tlio tempo- 
rary storing of the apples, unless these 
are to be assorted and packed as fast as 
gathered. Many of our leading pomol- 
ogists employ two sets of hands at time 
ot harvest, one for picking the apples 
and the other for assorting and packing, 
immediately in barrels. Others who 
have fruit-houses delay the packin"- un- 
til the approach of cold weather. ° 


Api>lcs should bo assorted according 


to variety, size and quality, and paokc3 
so closely in clean barrels that they1 
will not move during transportation. 
Fruit destined for a long distance will 
arrive iu bettor order by boing packed 
full, even to slight jamming, than if 
packed loose. With tho rough hand- 
ling that all packages get, more or less, 
tho contents are liable to become badly 
bruised unless packed solidly. 
i 


A usual mode of packing apples is to 


take out one head from the barrel and 
begin packing by placing a tier of ap- 
ples with the ends to the closed head 
of the barrel, then fill up without brnis-i 
ing the fruit and shake down thorough- 
ly and fill tho barrel so full that fhc: 
head must bo pressed in with a lever, 
actually flattening the last tier of ap- 
ples. 
J?he head and hoops are now 


nailed, tho barrel turned over, and on 
tlio head not opened the name of the 
variety in tho barrel is plainly marked.! 
Apples packed in this way show a fine: 
and handsome face. Care, by tho way, 
should be observed not to face the 
fruit more than it will bear; it must run 
uniform to give satisfaction to the buy- 
er and to create a demand another sea- 
son for tho same mark of fruit. It 
ought also to be borno in mind while 
assorting the fruit that a good quality 
arriving in good order rarely fails toi 
obtain a fair price, although the mar-: 
ket may bo glutted with ordinary and 
inferior grades. 


In the iirst shipments of apples to 


Europe, the fruit was carefully packed; 
by wrapping iu tissue paper and filling 
in between the layers with buckwheat' 
chaff. 
This plan did not prove satis- 


factory, for it was found that tho fruit 
was liable to absorb the flavor of the 
chaff. The plan of enveloping oaeli- 
apple before it is packed in tissue pn-| 
per that has been previously soaked in 
an alcoholic.-: solultion of salicylic acid 
and dried, appears to have met with 
success^ Apples for export should bo 
permitted to snrink before tho final- 
packing, and the shipments ought not> 
to be made until crisp, cold weather. 
Some growers practice lining the bar- 
rels with paper as they pack tho apples 
in, using, if tho weather is cold, two: 
thicknesses, aud taking care that the 
apples do not come in contact with the 
barrels. With this protection it is 
claimed that packages undergoing long 
shipment in. extremely cold weather el- 
cape having their contents iniurcd. 


Once packed, tho barrels should bo 


stored in some dark but well-vontilated 
place and kept at a low uniform tem- 
perature as near the freezing point o£ 
water as is practicable. The tempera- 
ture must be kept,so low that the fungi 
that cause decay cannot be developed.; 
The old-time practice, which added toj 
the conditions mentioned the necessity 
of n, dry atmosphere', is gradually giving 
way to the popular opinion that tlio air 
must bo moist enough to prevent the 
fruit from shriveling. Exporimqnts'by 
scientists ,and farmers appear to liavo 
proven pretty conclusively" that'while a 
moist, warm cellar is decidedly detri-; 
tueutal tp the keeping qualities of the; 
fruit, a wot, cold one prevents loss of 
vvpight and , size by evaporation and; 
consequently is conducive to the, pres-: 
ervation of the fresh appearance anil 
natural flavor of the fruit.

Farmers of experience need hardly bo 


informed that winter apples designed 
for long keeping should not be har- 
vested until tlioy have developed color, 
and flavor natural tp the ripe fruit. ->Iti 
is a worse blunder, however, to allow 
fruit to remain on the trees until over- 
ripe than the other extreme of pickiuw 
whilo immature. Varieties that ripen 
irregularly ought to be gathered ac- 
cordingly. Apples must bo harvested1 
in dry weather only, for fruit free from! 
atmospheric moisture when taken from]

That caao was in a moro crowded 
locality, and was not looked after so 
closely on tho start, but by tho manage- 
ment of our local physicians, tho disease 
did not spread.
